Leaders Hope 
To Break Up 
Talkathon 


Washington, March 8—(AP) 
Southern filibusterers chuckled 
over a new time-consuming de- 
lay today even as administra- 
tion Democrats scheduled night 
sessions in an attempt to break 
up the Senate talkathon. 


In high glee, the Dixie legis- 
lators sat and listened — a n d 
rested their vocal cords—while 
Senator Cain (R-Wash) began 
a heralded 16-hour speech on 
an entirely different matter. 


Cain spoke out against President 
rruman's nomination of Mon C. 
Wallgren as chairman of the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board. 
TaDcera Get Best 


The southern filibuster is aimed 
it blocking an administration at- 
tempt to change the Senate rules so 
that filibusters can be curbed. Under 
the proposed change, a two thirds 
vote could limit debate on any sub- 
ject. Southerners oppose the change 
because they want to use the fili- 
buster weapon to defeat the Truman 
civil rights bills. 


Even before Cain began his long 
attack, the southerners got another 
respite. Senator Watkins (R-Utah) 
spent nearly two hours on the floor 
before Cain took over. The Utah 
senator renewed a demand that the 
text of the proposed North Atlantic 
treaty be made available to the Sen- 
ate immediately. 


While these two speeches, were go- 
ing on, the southerners could afford 
to sit back and rest. 


Adiministration leaders thus suf- 
fered a setback in their none-too- 
hopeful plan to wear down the fili- 
buster forces with night sessions, 
starting tonight. 
Looking For Way Oat 


There were reports that the lead- 
ers, convinced they can't win, are 
looking for a graceful way to bring 
up some other measure on Mr. Tru- 
jnan's legislative program. 


In any event, southern orators 
showed no signs of dismay over the 
prospect of long after-dark sessions. 


Senator Russell (D-Ga), captain 
ef the filibuster team, promptly lined 
up his battery of speakers—at least 
19—and Instructed them to load am- 
munition for a day's firing each. 
Since each senator can speak twice, 
the Dixie bloc could keen the debate 
rolling along well into April, at 
least. 


So far there has been no real test 
of the southerners' forensic stamina 
They have talked leisurely, in short 
relays punctuated by repeated inter- 
ruptions, and several of them hav® 
professed amiably that they haven't 
even began to filibuster yet. They've 
Just been talking things over a little. 


With the gabfest going into its 
second week, only seven of the Dixie 
group had spoken on the hotly- 
disputed motion to take up a bill 
which would make a fundamental 
change in Senate rules. 


The proposed change, backed to 
the hilt by Mr. Truman, would per- 
mit the Senate to cut off debate 
at any time by a two-thirds vote of 
senators on the floor.

Sen. Cain Blasts 
Naming Wallgren 
To Head NSRB 


W a s h i n g t o n , March 8—(>P)— 
Launching a speech billed to last 16 
hours, Senator Cain (R-Wash) told 
the- Senate today that Mon C. Wall- 
gren belongs "in the limbo of for- 
gotten politicians." 


Wallgren is President Truman's 
nominee for chairman of the nat- 
ion security resources board—a job 
Cain has labelled "one of the four 
most important positions 
in 
the 
world." 


Cain delivered a blistering attack 
on the record of Wallgren, a former 
senator who was defeated for re 
election as Washington state gover- 
nor last fall. 


He said Wallgren's friendship with 
the president is his only qualifica 
tion for the job. As NSRB chair- 
man, Wallgren would have the task 
of mobilizing the nation's industry 
in event of war. 


He said that in nominating his 
old senate colleague 
and fishing 
companion to the post "Mr. Tru- 
man forced a fight where no fight 
was necessary." He said he believed 
most senators would have told the 
president in advance that Wall 
gren "was not a happy choice" 


The measure also carries money to

London, March 8 — (JP) — King 
George VI will undergo-an operation 
soon In the hope of improving the 
blood flow to his right leg, Bucking 
ham Palace said tonight. 


This was the first official word 
that the ailing 53-year-old king 
would undergo surgical treatment 
since the announcement three and 
a half months ago that he was suf- 
fering from an arterial ailment of 
the legs. 


The operation, not a common one, 
is known as a lumbar sympathec- 
tomy. 
It has been performed in 
cealinj with stoppages of the arter- 
ies for about 25 years. 


A Palace bulletin said the opera- 
tion will be "at an early date." The 
British Press association's court cor- 
respondent said he understood it 
will take olace during the next week. 


The operation consists of making 
a small Incision in the right lumbar 
region—the loins—to cut the nerve 
controlling the blood supply ti the 
foot. Tliis results in a dilation of 
the blood channels and freer flow 
of blood.

Western Berliners 
Demand More Coal 


Berlin, March 8 —(JP) — Blockaded 
West Berliners, shivering in a belat- 
ed cold wave, are asking for more 
coal. 


So far, there is no official Indica- 
tion that they will get any. 


The average Berliner has received 
only about 27 pounds of coal all win- 
ter long. He has had to heat his 
home almost entirely with firewood. 
Officials tried to conserve the mea- 
ger amounts of coal which can be 
flown in over the Russian blockade. 


U.S. C. Of C. Asks 
Congress To Keep 
Taft-Hartley Law 


Washington, March 8—(JP)— T h e 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce asked 
Congress today not ony to preserve 
the Taft-Hartley act but to enlarge 
it. 


A Democrat congressman prompt- 
ly sailed into the businessmen's or 
ganizaticn as a bunch of "rugged in- 
dividualists" who want unions regu- 
ated, but not business. 


The second day of Hcuse hear- 
ings on the Truman administration's 
bill to repeal the Taft-Hartley law 
sounded like a replay of the Sen- 
ate Labor committee's hearings on 
the same subject. 


One fact stood out in today's tes- 
timony before a House Labor sub- 
committee: Business 
groups 
are

on labor law. 


In contrast with Republican lead- 
ers like Senator Taft (Ohio), who 
favor removing some Taft-Hartley 
provisions, the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the National Association 
of Motor Bus Operators came in and 
asked for extension of the present 
law in several ways.

Many Persons Homeless 
In Missouri Basin Floods 


Beatrice, Neb., March 8—(JP)—A 
crest of high water on the Big Blue 
river, slapping flood woes at one 
community after another in its pell- 
mell downstream rush, hit Beatrice 
today. 


It routed more than 100 families 
from their homes. 


Four of the eight schools in this 
southeast Nebraska city of 11,000 
were closed. 


Flood relief machinery went Into 
high gear. More than 80 persons 
received food and housing in a Red 
Cross shelter. 
Other 
flood-dis- 
placed persons lived in hotels or 
with relatives. 


The river, which bisects the city, 
virtually cut it in half from the 
transportation standpoint. 


Although the level tapered off, 
observers watched nervously late to- 
day as water lapped at the top of 
protective dike completed last year. 


Water came within inches of breach- 
ing it. 


With the Big Blue's level more 
than eight feet above flood state at 
its worst, Beatrice was the chief 
battle point on Nebraska's flood 
front. 


Late this afternoon the mercury 
started to drop and a light snow 
covered most of the 
state. 
The 
Weather Bureau said 
the 
snows 
would continue into tomorrow, with 
lows tonight dipping into the low 
20's. 


About 25 miles upstream at Crete, 
a city of 3,000, creeping flood waters 
came within two blocks of the bus- 
iness 
district. 
Overflow , waters 
moved toward the city hall, the pub- 
lic library and endangered the mun- 
icipal power plant. A slight drop 
in the river's level, however, gave 
promise of relief. 
, 


Washinton, March 8—(JP)— T h e 
defense today pictured Mildred E.

Teterboro, N. J., March 8 — 
(AP)—Lanky Bill Odom broke 
the world's non-stop distance 
record for light planes today 
by stretching $75 worth of gas- 
oline from Honolulu to Teter- 
boro—a 
distance 
of 
5,000 
miles. 


"It was easy/ 
'the 
clean 
shaven, immaculately dressed 
Odom said. He made the re- 
marks as he stepped from his 
single-engined plane for the 
first time after leaving Hick- 
am Field, Oahu, T.H., 36 hours 
before. 


Hie 29-year-old former World 
War 2 ferry pilot glided his tiny 
plane onto a runway at Ter.erboro 
airport at 11:06 a.m. (CST). A min- 
ute earlier he had soared past the 
control tower to record the ofiicial 
end ot the fl'ght. 


Teterboro is four miles west of 
New York City, across the Hudson 
river. The Metropolis' skyscrapers 
were visible as Odom swooped onto 
the field in brilliant sunshine. 


It was Oodom's second attempt to 
come non-stop from Honolulu to 
Teterboro in his 
185-horsepower 
Beechcraft B o n a n z a , 
"Waikik 
Beech." 


Bad weather forced an end to that 
first flight in January. Odom land- 
ed at Oakland, Calif., some 3,000 
miles short of his goal but still bet- 
tering the old record set by two 
Russians 5n 1937. 


Odom's distance was 2,401 statute 
miles. 


Doffing his smart grey homburg 
to a crowd of some 1,500, Odom step- 
ped briskly from his plane and said 
there was nothing to the flight. 


"I feel just like a business man 
coming home on an easy trip," he 
said. 
Wears «Lucky' Suit 


He wore a clean white shirt, red 
and white tie and a grey plaid suit. 
He said the ruit was his "lucky one" 
that he wore when he broke the 
speed record for aroynd-the-world 
flights by circling the globe in 73 
hours, S nvir.utes and 11 seconds in 
1947. 


Odom, who came Into prominence 
two years ago on his first world- 
girdling iligi.t with Chicago Pen 
Manufacturer Milton Reynolds, said 
he was interested in a new global 
flight—this time touching at both 
the North and Souh Poles. 


The career pilot said he wis wor- 
ried only twice during his grueling 
solo flight from Honolulu. 
Cnce 
was when he found ice forming on 
his wings over the Rocky mountains. 
The second time was when his en- 
gine suddenly went dead over Chic- 
ago. 


The Chin ?o Incident, he said, was 
the result of an exhausted gas tank. 
He said he was talking into his mic- 
rophone at the time and didn't 
notice that one tank had run dry. 


He said he switched tanks quickly 
but not until the red and silver 
plane had dropped into a cloud 
bank. "I had a helluva time finding 
an opening again," he said. 


Odom landed with 14 gallons of 
the original 288 gallons of gas still 
in his tank. Three extra tanks had 
been fitted to the plane. Odom said 
that was the only extra equipment 
the sleek monoplane needed. 


"Anybody could do it," he said. 
"It's as easy as driving an automo- 
bile." 


The tall balding, airman had no 
automatic p;-ot in the plane. 
He 
said he needed none. He was able 
to eat, shave and change his shirt 
merely by letting go of the controls 
and depending on the plane's own 
stabilization. 


Odom said he had "a special diet" 
which he depended on to carry nim 
through longdistance flights. 
It 
consisted mainly of chicken sand- 
wiches, bouillon, 
chocolate 
bars, 
orange juice and water. 


Bill To Extend

month rent control extension bill 
today was cleared for House action 
later this week.

March 31. 


The showdown battle

House is slated to open Thursday, 
with a final vote on the contro- 
versial measure likely Friday. This 
was the legislative procedure 
ap- 
proved today by the rules commit- 
tee. 


But the ultimate fate of the rent 
control law hinges on the Senate's 
legislative timetable—now far be- 
hind schedule as a result of the fili- 
buster 
by 
southern 
Democrats 
against a proposed rules change to 
bar filibusters. 


Until that fight is settled, the 
Senate can't get around to the rent 
dispute which is still stalled in 
senate bankink subcommittee. 


House Republican leaders mean- 
while, sought to line up support for 
a proposal of the GOP policy com- 
mittee to continue rent control for 
only 90 days.

"It is noi proper for jurors to 
make such statements, which I con- 
sider outbursrs. It is not fair to the 
defendants and it is not fair to the 
governmen."

Prison terms of from one to 
15 years were assigned the 
others.

15 and several defendants were 
sentenced to loss of their politi- 
cal and civil rights. 


None appealed, so the sentences 
took effect immediately.

Dimiter Georgiev, also declared him- 
self satisfied. He

Home Fire Causes

were burned to death today in a fire 
which destroyed their home. 


The father, who jumped from a 
window with their one year old son 
in his arms, was burned critically. 


Samuel Bunch had just arisen, 
gone to the parage and return°d to 
the hou£3 when he discovered the 
blaze. He grabbed Darrell Lee. one 
year old, and jumped from a win- 
dow. He shouted to his wife, Eileen, 
and their three year old son, Glenn, 
in another bedroom, but they were 
trapped and both perished. Dairell 
Lee died later in a hospital. 


Cause of the fire was undermined. 
A neighbor said she saw moke com- 
ing iron. the house, and that it then 
burst into flames.

Winter Park, Fla., March 8—(JP)— 
President Truman called today for 
federal aid to education at home 
and continued democratic resist- 
ance in Europe to stem the tide of 
communism and save the world 
from war. 


Speaking from the 
pulpit 
of 
Rollins College, the president prod- 
ded congress to act on legislation 
authorizing federal grants to states 
for education. 


"It our country is to retain its 
freedom in a world of conflicting 
political philosophies, we must take 
steps to assure that every American 
youth shall receive the highest lever 
of training by which he can profit," 
Mr. Truman asserted. 


In another blunt attack on com- 
munistic influences in Europe, the 
president declared: 


"Through education alone can we 
combat the tenets of communism. 
The unfettered soul of free men 
offers spiritual defense unconquered 
and unconquerable." 


"We may not know what is be- 
hind the iron curtain, but we do 
know that the intelligence of the 
people in the embattled democracies 
of Europe, who live in front of the 
iron curtain, is the world's best hope 
of peace today." 


The president flew here from his 
vacation retreat at Key West 
to 
receive a degree of doctor of human- 
ities from Dr. Hamilton Holt, pres- 
ident of Rollins college. 


He made no reference to his civil 
rights program which has stirred 
southern resentment and led to a 
filibuster in the Senate. - But Gov. 
Fuller Warren, who spoke preceding 
the president, called him "a liberal."

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SOVIET ARMY DESERTIONS DON'T 
MEAN REVOLT, BUT SHOW DOUBT 


The Army has just got around to releasing the four- 
month-old story of a young Russian flyer who landed a 
stolen Soviet Air Force plane on a Japanese airfield and 
announced to American authorities that he was fed up 
with communism. He said he wanted to become an Ameri- 
can citizen, and it is likely that he was telling the truth. 


The Army has had its eye on the young man since 
November. And it would scarcely seem necessary for the 
Soviet government to deliver its agents into the hands of 
the American military, anyway. So let us take young Sgt. 
Vladimir Barashkov at his word. 


He is not the first Russian deserter to find refuge 
with the American Army. His escape, like that of the two 
flyers who landed in the American zone of Austria, was 
simply one of the more spectacular means of getting out. 
To us his motive is much more interesting than his mode 
of travel. 


There are many reasons why a soldier goes ''over the 
hill." But no Russian soldier should want to desert to the 
Americans—not if Soviet propaganda is functioning as it 
was meant to. The Russian soldier has been taught, from 
his earliest school days, that the fate of the common man 
is pretty grim in the land of monopoly-capitalist exploit- 
ers. Yet Barashkov and others like him headed for Amer- 
ican-held territory when their chance came. Why? 


It is said that you don't miss what you have never had 
But that is plainly not so. If it were we should still be liv- 
ing in the feudalism of a thousand years ago. Mankind did 
miss self-government and individual liberty and personal 
dignity, though it never had had them. That is why we 
have them today. If men didn't miss what they never have 
had, there wouldn't have been a Russian revolution.

Some people, besides filing their 
1948 income tax return by March 15 
and paying up any tax owed, must— 
Also by March 15 file an estimated 
tax return—it's called a "declaration

of estimated tax"—on their 1949 in- 
come and pay on that, tco. 


Who's in this group? Two kinds 
of people: 


1. 
Those, 
like 
landlords 
and 
doctors, who won't have any tax at 
all withheld from their 1949 income. 


2. Those, like wage-erners and 
salaried people, who'll have some 
tax, but not the full tax for 1949, 
withheld from their pay. 


Because "estimate" means 
just 
what it says, the people in the two 
groups must do this by March 15: 


1. Estimate what their 1949 in- 
come will be and what the tax on it 
should be. 


Pay-As-You-Go System 


2. Then start paying—in four in- 
stallments—the difference between 
the tax withheld from them, if any, 
and the full tax they'll owe for 1949. 
The other payments are June 15: 
Sep. 15, and Jan. 15, 1950. 


The idea is to have everyone on a 
pay-as-you-go system. Those with 
full tax withheld from them, will 
have paid in full by the end of 1949. 


Those who must make an estimat- 
ed return and four installment pay- 
ments should be paid up in full 
around the year's end, too. 


If you make $600 or more this 
year, and no tax is withheld, you 
must make an estimated return. 


(Because that income is so low. 
you may not owe any tax or have 
to make any payments. Still, you 
must make a return.) 


If tax is regularly withheld from 
your pay—but you'll get more than 
$100 income from which no tax is 
withheld—you must file a return 
and figure. whether you have tc 
make those installment payments. 


Generally, employers withhold full 
tax on their employes' pay up to 
$4,500, plus $600 for each exemption 
claimed. 


No Need To File Estimate 


Example: Jones, single, will get 
$5,100 in salary. He doesn't have to 
file an estimate. Pull tax is withheld 
on the first $4,500 of his pay, and 
then he gets the next $600 as his 
personal exemption. 


But Smith, single, with a $9,000 
salary, must file an estimate and 
start paying the difference between 
the tax withheld and the full tax 
owed. 


Adams, married, has $5,700. No 
estimate for him. Pull tax is with- 
held from him up to $4,500. Then he 
gets $1,200 in exemptions, $600 for 
himself, $600 for his wife. 


If you're wondering what all this 
means, do this: 


You know what you get a week 
or a month in pay and how much 
tax is being withheld from you 
every week or month. 


So fugure how much pay you'll 
get this year and how much tax 
will be withheld from it. 


Use Form 1040-ES 
Then—previous stories explained 
how to do it—figure what your full 
tax on your income for the year 
should be. 


If you find youH owe more tax 
than will be withheld from you, then 
you must file an estimate and start 
paying by March 15 the first of the 
four installments on the difference 
between the tax withheld and the 
full tax owed. 


Pile your estimate on form 1040- 
ES. It's a very brief form, printed 
in blue ink. On the back of it are the 
same table and formula you used 
with the 1040 long or short forms in 
figuring your 1948 tax. 


Be sure in figuring your estimated 
tax that you claim all your exempr 
tions and the «standard deductions 
explained in previous stories. 


And when you hand over, or mall, 
your estimated return to the inter- 
nal revenue collector, enclose with 
it the first of the four payments on 
any estimated tsx you owe.

To France 


New Delhi—(/Pj—The government 
Of India in paying the French-In- 
dian government $340,000 annually, 
in fulfillment of certain agreements 
and conventions entered into with 
the French government in India. 


Paudit Jawaharlal Nehru, prime 
minister, told questioners in parlia- 
ment the government was consider- 
ing "whether under present condi- 
tions it will be 'advantageous to con- 
tinue all or any of them." 


During the war, the government 
of India took over the management 
of the customs for the French in 
India and paid them a lump sum of 
620,000 rupees annually. 


The French government agreed 
not to produce salt in its possessions 
in India in lieu of an annual com- 
pensation of 460,C00 rupees. 
The 
government of India managed their 
posts and telegraphs, paying them 
50,000 rupees for their loss of postal 
revenue. Another 18,000 rupees are 
paid to them for letting the supply 
of opium remain in thfe hands of 
India. 


Nehru said no payment was made 
to the Portuguese government in 
India. 


The French hold five settlements 
in India, with an aggregate area of 
202 square miles and a population of 
400,000. Smaller still are the Portu- 
guese possessions, with headquar- 
ters at Goa on the Arabian Sea 
coast. 


Nehru said "there is only one fu- 
ture for these possessions—merger 
with the rest of India. Geograph- 
ically, politically, strategically, eco- 
nomically ar.d culturally there is no 
other alternative. 


"But," Nehru added, "the govern- 
ment of India is trying to solve 
this peacefully and with the good- 
will of the foteign powers in India."

MAGPIES GO MODERN 
WITH METAL NESTS 


Sydney, Australia—(JP)—A nest oi 
an Australian magpie, a crow-shrike, 
was recently found by a naturalist tc 
contain 343 feet oi wire cf various 
lengths and 
guages. 
Ninety-five 
per cent of the material in the nest 
was metal, ranging 
through 
one 
piece of fencing wire 5 feet long, 
three pieces 4-5 feet long, 16 pieces 
3-4 feet long down to brass and 
metal rings. 
In all, according to 
W. Martin, of East Kew, Victoria, 
who made the count, there were 227 
pieces of metal. With their strong 
bsaks the magpies had interwoven 
many of the pieces of tough wire 
into a circular nest and then lined 
thc-ir metal home with fibrous ma- 
terial. The nest was 20 feet up in 
a Norfolk pine. 


The magpie's liking 
for 
metal 
materials in nest-building is 
re- 
sponsible for many electrical break- 
downs in Australia. The bird, with 
a .length of wire in its beak, flies 
into overhead supply lines or builds 
its nest on the cross-trees of trans- 
mission poles. In some Australian 
states repair gangs are required to 
gather up all scraps after a job and 
spikes are placed on cross-trees to 
discourage the birds from nesting 
there.

Say A. L. Financed 
Dewitts' Purchase 
Of The Browns 


Sarasota, Fla., March 8 — (IP) — A 
Usually reliable baseball source to- 
day said the American League fin- 
anced the DeWitt Brothers' purchase 
of the controlling interest in the St. 
Louis Browns a month ago. 


Bill and Charlie DeWitt, who on 
Feb. 2, bought the 56 per cent of the 
stock which Richard C. Muckerman 
owned, received a loan of $300,000 
from the American League, the 
source said. There is no restriction 
in the baseball code against such 
action. 


In all, he said, the DeWitts gained 
the majority siock for $935,000, of 
which they did not pay a single cent 
out of their own pockets. He added: 


"The DeWitts paid off a $200,000 
note- owed by the Brown manage- 
ment with part of the money they 
got from the American League. They 
also made their initial payment of 
$100,000 to Muckerman. He still holds 
the rest of the notes, totaling 
$635,000. 


"The American League has become 
the first mortgager. As I understand 
it, the league must get its money 
first before Muckerman can begin to 
collect. If the DeWitts can't pay, the 
league can take over the franchise. 


"One of the provisions the De- 
Witts had to accept in order to be 
granted thg loan was that they 
couldn't sell another player to a 
rival club without the consent of the 
league. That probably is why they 
were forced to back down on the 
sale of Bobby Dillinger and Gerry 
Priddy after getting feelers from 
several teams."

Controversy Rages 
Over Revamping 
Plan For Schools 


Recording System 
Gives Police Data 
On Wife Slaying 


Springfield, HI., March 8—(IP)— 
Controversy raged in the Illinois 
legislature 
today 
over 
proposals 
which one opponent said would "tor- 
pedo" the statewide school reorgani- 
sation program. 


More than 400 rural and small 
town residents from McLean and 
adjacent counties packed the House 
chamber to witness an education 
committee hearing on two bills to 
revise reorganization procedures. 


Loud cheers and whistles came 
from the jammed galleries as Rep. 
Homer Caton (R-Stanford) defend- 
ed the measures sponsored by himself 
and several other lawmakers. Some 
persons testifying against the mea- 
sures were booed. 


One of the bills, submitted by Ca- 
ton and Rep. Fred J. Hart (R-Strea- 
tor), would permit compact areas 
with 1,000 residents to form com- 
munity unit school districts. Present 
law requires 2,000 residents. 


The other proposes a change in the 
referendum provision of the 1947 
community school law. It provides 
that votes on a reorganization plan 
be tallied by precincts set up by the 
county superintendent, with each 
high school district making up one 
or more precincts. The proposition 
would be lost unless it carried in 
every such precinct. 


The committee postponed Indefin- 
itely a decision on whether to recom' 
mend the bills for passage. 


Rock Island, HI., March 8—(IP)—A 
precisely rigged wire recording and 
loudspeaker system provided all the 
information police said they needed 
in a slaying and attempted suicide 
last night. 


The intricate networks were found 
shortly after Mrs. Eva Matusik, 40, 
was shot to death and her husband's 
wrists slashed in the basement of 
their home.

Milton R. Range, president of the 
board of trustees of Passavant Mem- 
orial hospital, spoke of the develop- 
ment of the present plan to build 
a new hospital on a new site, des- 
cribing the factors that had entered 
in the trustees' decision. He indicated 
how imperative the need is for more 
adequate hospital facilities, the ter- 
rific seriousness of the situation now 
existing, and the tragic consequence 
that would follow anything but com- 
plete acceptance of the present op- 
portunity to something significant 
about the matter. 
Sound Appeal, Program 


"With the cooperation of one of 
our fine young attorneys, Walter R. 
Bellatti. and other representative 
citizens we have been able to form- 
ulate as sound an appeal and pro- 
gram as could possibly be presented," 
Mr. Range said. "I can only voice the 
hope that all citizens will support it 
so that we can have what we ought 
to have here in the way of hospital 
facilities." 


Dr. Robert R. Hartman, member 
of the medical staff at Passavant 
Memorial hospital, spoke from the 
doctor's viewpoint of the value of a 
fine, new hospital would have, from 
the Doctor's viewpoint. 


"The true doctor wants to have 
the very best possible service for his 
patient, and this is not passible 
under the present limited hospital 
facilities," he said. "There is an 
added value in the presence of a 
new hospital here. It will mean that 
it will not be so difficult to get doc- 
tors to settle in this area as it is at 
present." Dr. Hartman said he re- 
ferred to the fact that several of 
our outlying communities are with- 
out the service of a doctor. 
Would Aid Nurses' Training- 


Mrs. Lena Dixon Dietz, director of 
nurses at Passavant Memorial hos- 
pital, spoke briefly on the effect a 
new hospital would have on the re- 
cruitment of nurses. 


"We are obviously at a disadvant- 
age now even though we do offer a 
good course of training. It would 
mean much to young people of this 
area to know that they could get 
all of the advantages of a modern, 
up-to-date hospital along with our 
present fine course that is allied to 
our college here, and right near their 
own homes." 


Passavant Memorial hospital Is 
planning to appeal to the citizens of 
this area to raise $400,000 to supple- 
ment funds already on hand, and 
thus make possible the securing of 
federal-state grants totalling $1,400,- 
000 so that a new hospital can be 
built here. The campaign will take 
place this month, and, if successful, 
will enable the board of trustees of 
the Passavant Memorial hospital and 
the building committee, composed of 
citizens from all parts of the area, 
to break ground the early part of the 
Fall for the erection of a completely 
modern, 140 bed hospital to replace 
the present buildings.

Divorce by slot machine? 


A vtteran legislator has proposed 
exactly that, so lawyers could i;e re- 
turned to the sphere of "usefui citi- 
zens." 


Assemblyman C. C. Boak, Nye 
county Republican, didn't crack a 
smile when he introduced hi3 bill. 
He said it would not only boost the 
Nevada divorce business—which isn't 
bad—but would increase the slot 
machir.e take and boom the silver 
industry. 


Under legislator Boak's bill, it 
would work like this: 


Divorce seekers reaching Nevada 
would register for a $5 fee. This 
fee would buy each a special k°y to 
a combination juke box, time clock 
and slot machine. 
They would be required' to use 


their keys on the machines for 42 
consecutive days. This would auto- 
matically record the fact they had 
spent the statutory six weeks in the 
state, necessary for divorce.
